Property Loss Will Surpass $100,000,000— H has 
been Estimated That Miami Alone sill show 
Losses Equaling that Figure Given

West Palrrr Beach, Fla., Sept. 20.— Cities which were built 
over night in the greatest era of development an American com­ 
munity has ever known, collapsed overnight in one of the greatest 
disasters ever to visit the North American continent. 
A great hurricane blowing 130 miles an hour out of the West 
Indies has devastated the Florida east coast from Palm Beach 
south to Homestead. 
Many cities have been destroyed and many hundreds of lives 
lost. 
The known dead this morning totalled 261. 
Authoritative agencies estimated the number killed at 471 
in the larger cities alone. 
The Red Cross has received reports 
the dead will reach 700 and some estimates run as high as 1,000. 
Kifty thousand persons are estimated homeless and suffer­ 
ing severe privations. 
Property damage will surpass $100,000,000. 
It has been 
estimated that Miami alone will show losses equalling that figure. 
Hollywood, Fort Lauderdale, Hialeah, Pompano, Dania, Hal­ 
landale, Moorehaven, Clewiston, Key Largo, Homestead, Coral 
Gables, Muckway and Key West all have suffered in varying de­ 
gree, the first six named and Miami to a point where probably 
they will have to be rebuilt. 
It was six days ago that the hurricane was first born out in 
the West Indies. 
It rolled westward and at! 2 a. rn. Saturday J t 
broke upon Miami from the northwest. 
For four hours the wind roared and whirled at a velocity of 
130 miles an hour. 
The great tower of the Miami News, famed the world over 
for its architectural beauty, leaned to a 20 degree angle, twisted 
and wrenched. 
The IO story Meyer Keyser building was ruined. 
Building after building was blown down or was shattered 
and torn. 
Boats were tossed, sunk or destroyed in the harbor as if 
they were but things of flimsy tissue. 
People were crushed, killed or injured. 
Wires were twisted into entanglements such as on the battle 
field of France. 
Rain fell in torrents. 
WTater banked up in the harbor by the vast power of the hur­ 
ricane swept to the shore, wrecking what was in its path and 
leaving boats high on the land. 
And while this was going on in Miami, other of the magic 
cities of the Florida east coast were almost equal sufferers. 
Hollywood, perhaps the most famous of the Florida devel­ 
opments, was wrenched and torn. 
Estimates of the dead there 
were placed at 200. 
F’ort Lauderdale was visited with only slightly less fury. 
Fifteen bodies have been recovered from its wreckage and the 
casualties there may be greater. 
Hialeah’s famous race track 
was ruined and 17 were reported killed. 
The storm swept inland over Lake Okeechobee and an aviator 
who on Sunday flew in that vicinity came back with an estimate 
that probably 140 persons had been killed in Moorehaven and 
Clewiston. 
Another man who had been over the territory said he es­ 
timated the dead along the railway between Moorehaven and 
Muck way at 40. 
Key West also suffered and 18 were reported killed there.

SATURDAY, September 25, has been set for the national ob­ 
servance of Forg et-Me-Not Day, arrang ements for which arc be­ 
ing conducted by the Disabled American Veterans of the World 
War, with Minnesota headquarters at the Kefth-Plaza Building , 
Minneapolis. 
The sentimental interest that attaches to setting aside one 
day each y ear in memory of the living survivors of the World 
W ar will be re-aroused in every hamlet and city in the entire Na­ 
tion throug h this org anization; its membership is limited to those 
who have actually suffered a disability by reason of military 
service. 
In memory of those who lie in Flanders Fields y early 
tribute is paid with the Poppy on Memorial Day. To the living , 
who bear on their bodies the mark s of heroic service, all America 
will ack nowledg e the debt wc owe by wearing the Forg et-Me-Not 
on Arg onne Day, September 25th. 
Aside from sentiment, however, the little flower of remem­ 
brance will perform a more specific thing in mak ing possible the 
continuance of a service, which means life itself to thousands of 
disabled ex -service men, who must have the help that can best 
come only from the Disabled Veterans’ Org anization, which Op­ 
erates nationally and as a unit in every state of the Union. 
Briefly, the D. A. V., as it is commonly called, maintains in 
Washing ton, I). C., a stair of ex perts whose entire efforts are de­ 
voted toward securing leg islation favorable to the maimed veter­ 
ans and in obtaining the adjustment of the appeal claims of these 
veterans. In the Minnesota Reg ional Office of the U. S. Veterans 
Bureau, a lik e service Is maintained by the D. A. V\, for the spe­ 
cific purpose of g iving personal service to Minnesotans in peed 
of the sort of help that trained work ers can g ive. 
When It is 
realized that there are in this State 14,000 service men whose 
claims have not yet been allowed, as ag ainst less than 9 ,000 whose 
claims have been allowed, then the need for the continuance of 
this service appears obvious. The fig ures for last y ear show that 
nearly a half million dollars was g ranted to deserving disabled 
service men, in Minnesota alone, throug n the efforts of the D. A. 
V. office in this State. 
The fig ure nationally is overwhelming in 
size. The work is conducted In a spirit of cooperation with tin* 
Veterans Bureau, which is frequently helpless to service on ac­ 
count of the Governmental red tape that must necessarily be inci­ 
dent to larg e offices handling thousands of complex claims, con­ 
cerning persons rather than property . 
Only recently has it been necessary for the D. A. 
V. to resort 
to an appeal to the public for help; surplus war funds of the Red 
Cross and of the Knig hts of Columbus, previously available and 
set aside for this purpose, have bqVn ex hausted; consequently the 
financial situation is one that can no long er he handled by the 
disabled men themselves. 
The answer to it all is the sale of Forg et-Me-Nots to the pub­ 
lic on Saturday , September 25th. Cutting every possible ex pense, 
the State Department of the D. A. V. is in process of org anizing 
the sale of the little flowers in every section of Minnesota. 
Remembering the patriotic response with which every appeal 
has been answered in Brainerd, it is ex pected that the people of 
this community will not be forg etful of this opportunity to demon­ 
strate in concrete fashion their g ratitude to those for whom the 
War will never be finished, and thus to help mak e possible the con­ 
tinuance of their “Service 
— of, for, and by Disabled Veterans.** 
The American Leg ion Aux iliary of Brainerd will he in charg e of 
the appeal locally.

SATURDAY, September ‘25, has been set for the national ob­ 
servance of Forget-Me-Not Day, arrangements for which are tie­ 
ing conducted by the Disabled American Veterans of the World 
War, with Minnesota headquarters at the Keith-Plaza Building, 
Minneapolis. 
The sentimental interest that attaches to setting aside one 
day each year in memory of the living survivors of the World 
War will be re-aroused in every hamlet and city in the entire Na­ 
tion through this organization; its membership is limited to those 
who have actually suffered a disability by reason of military 
service. 
In memory of those who lie in Flanders Fields yearly 
tribute is paid with the Poppy on Memorial Day. 
To the living, 
who bear on their bodies the marks of heroic service, all America 
will acknowledge the debt we owe by wearing the* Forget-Me-Not 
on Argonne Day. September 25th. 
Aside from sentiment, however, the little flower of remem­ 
brance will perform a more specific thing in making possible the 
continuance of a service, which means life itself to thousands of 
disabled ex-service men, who must have the help that can best 
come only from the Disabled Veterans’ Organization, which op­ 
erates nationally and as a unit in every state of the Union. 
Briefly, the D. A. V., as it is commonly called, maintains in 
Washington, D. C., a staff of experts whose entire efforts are de­ 
voted toward securing legislation favorable to the maimed veter­ 
ans and in obtaining the adjustment of the appeal claims of these 
veterans. 
In the Minnesota Regional Office of the U. S. Veterans 
Bureau, a like service is maintained by the D. A. V., for the spe­ 
cific purpose of giving personal service to Minnesotans in need 
of the sort of help that trained workers can give. 
When it is 
realized that there are in this State Id,OOO service men whose 
claims have not yet been allowed, as against less than 9,000 whose 
claims have been allowed, then the need for the continuance of 
this service appears obvious. 
The figures for last year show that 
nearly a half million dollars was granted to deserving disabled 
service men, in Minnesota alone, througn the efforts of the D. A. 
V. office In this State. 
The figure nationally is overwhelming in 
size. 
The work is conducted in a spirit of cooperation with the 
Veterans Bureau, which is frequently helpless to service on ac­ 
count of the Governmental red tape that must necessarily be inci­ 
dent to large offices handling thousands of complex claims, con­ 
cerning persons rather than property. 
Only recently has it been necessary for the I). A. V. to resort 
to an appeal to the public for help; surplus war funds of the Red 
Cross and of the Knights of Columbus, previously available and 
set aside for this purpose, have bcjen exhausted; consequently the 
financial situation is one that can no longer be handled by the 
disabled men themselves. 
The answer to it all is the sale of Forget-Me-Nots to the pub­ 
lic on Saturday, September 25th, 
Cutting every possible expense, 
the State Department of the D, A. V. is in process of organizing 
the sale of the little flowers in every section of Minnesota. 
Remembering the patriotic response with which every appeal 
has been answered in Brainerd, it is expected that the people of 
this community will not be forgetful of this opportunity to demon­ 
strate in concrete fashion their gratitude to those for whom the 
War will never be finished, and thus to help make possible the con­ 
tinuance of their “Service— of, for, and by Disabled Veterans.” 
The American Legion Auxiliary of Brainerd will be in charge of 
the appeal locally.

'su p p o rt of Jess W illard before he fought Dempsey and lost the title, 
r 
There seems to ie* few against everyone who gives the challenger a 
chance and even m ore against those who have risked the opinion or the 
m o n ey that Tunney will win tile championship. 
W hat is the reason? 
Tunney is slightly larger than Dempsey and Is just as strong. 
He has 
had experience and no one doubts his courage. 
He seems to have cultivated 
a .loan of' Arc conviction that, he is destined to he the next champion. 
He 
c a n box and lie isn’t such a feeble puncher. 
Dempsey's backers will g ran t you that but they will call your attention 
to som ething in these w ords: 
“ Dempsey is a n atural fighter and Tunney is a m anufactured one.” 
They also give their opinion that Tunney is strictly a counter fighter and 
build for Dempsey’s style of attack. 
Also th a t T unney hasn ’t the pow erful 
attack of the champion and that he h a s n ’t a double barreled attack like 
I Jempsey. 
They laugh off the suggestion that Dempsey may not be the fighting m a­ 
chine that fie was three years ago and insist that Dempsey couldn’t have gone 
hack far enough to become such a poor tighter th a t Tunney could beat him. 
Put the question to them : “Who did Dempsey ever lick?” and they will 
♦cli you: “ Dempsey w ouldn’t let the guys that T unney bus licked into his 
camp as sparring p a rtn e rs .” 
So if goos on and the ferocity of the arg u m en t leads to another question: 
“ If it is such a poor m atch and the public know s it, where did they sell 
all those tickets?” 
And the reply is: “You know—the old ballyhoo.” 
lf seems after all that the public is interested in spectacles, that it isn ’t 
the fighters so much as the fight, that there are thousands prompted only by 
the curious desire to “be there when—” but R ickard certainly sold the fight 
to tile public. 
The experts shouted that C a rp e n te r would be m assacred by Dempsey and 
the experts shouted that the society for the prevention of som ething or other 
should have stepped in and saved the lamb Firpo from slaughter. 
But many of these sam e experts laughed at Dempsey before the Toledo 
tight and wanted to spare Tom Gibbons from Dempsey for the sake of the 
handsom e little Gibbons children. 
There is no intent included here to pick a w inner. 
That will have to be 
done on the day of the fight because it is a new spaper routine to pick a 
w inner even if the w riter doesn’t w ant to do it. 
Dempsey says that any big man with a fair punch is dangerous and he 
m eans what lie says. 
It would seem to be logical that Tunney has at least a 
chance and that the longer he rem ains on his feet the better his chances will 
lie. 
It certainly looks as if T unney has m ore of a chance than Firpo or C ar­ 
pent icr but that may he no chance at all if you care to look at it th at way. 
But whatever happens don’t be one of those who may say that It was 
a dive.
